WASHINGTON—The whole coun- 


try resounds today with a great cry for 
neutrality in case war should again 
rack Europe. 


But the thoughtful here realize that 


this is no guarantee of future neu- 
trality. They remember 
thnt when 


the European war broke out in IBM, 
thc American people were practical- 
ly unanimous in thc wish to remain 
neutral. 


On August 19, 1DH, with the World 


war not three weeks old, President 
Wilson made a solemn appeal for neu- 
trality, urging 
the 
country to be 


"neutral 
in 
fact 
as 
well 
as in 


name . . . " 


"We must be impartial in thought as 


well as in action, must put a curb up- 
on our .sentiments," he cried, "us 
well as upon every transaction thnt 
might be construed as a preference for 
one party to the struggle before an- 
other." 


Realizing that everything depended 


"upon what American citizens may 
say and do," Wilson in his appeal 
urged a high purpose that is worth 
recalling today. For of course thc 
partisanship that developed in Amer- 
ica toward the contending sides in 


j> thc European war was the ultimate 


cause oE our entering it. 


Partisanship Rears Head 


Already 
there 
are 
organizations 


functioning in the United States which 
will try to help Ethiopia or Italy, and 
try to swing American public opinion 
toward their respcetice causes. Should 
war come, around such nuclei, bodies 
of opinion would immediately begin 
to form within the United States, and 
they would not be neutral "in fact as

Americans living in the land of Mus- 
solini, according to estimates of the 
state department based on reports by 
consuls made early this year. This 
compares with 10,:il5 in France and 
10,252 in Great. Britain and Northern 
Ireland which have the next largest 
American colonies in Europe. 


A large majority of the American 


citizens living in Italy, however, are 
believed to be of Italian birth or ex- 
traction. 'Ihcy arc mostly naturalized 
citizens of the United Slates who be- 
cause of adverse business and em- 
ployment conditions here have been 
returning lo "the old country" in 
large numbers since 192'J.

" Since the commonest cause of fail- 
ure-in school is inability to read well, 
both parents and teachers might well 
emphasize this point. Sometimes teach- 
ers and parents wiio do not under- 
stand feel that the child'has failed be- 
cause of laziness and not mental de- 
ficiency, whereas a little more atten- 
tion to the question of reading correct- 
ly and rapidly will solve the problem 
of the child.

Should a war starting in Ethiopia in- 


volve Great 
Britain, 
every neutral 


trade problem of the World war would 
immediately 
bounce 
back on the 


United States and other neutrals. 


For Britain commands the sea, to- 


day as in 1914. The brutal facts of 
war demand that any country com- 
manding the sea shall cut off all sup- 
plies intended for its enemies. 


No sooner had the World war brok- 


en out than Britain announced the in- 
tention to cut Germany off from the 
outside world and starve her into 
submission. 


No Chance for Neutrals 


Actual command of the Mediterran- 


ean sea, in case of war involving the 
British with Italy, is disputed. Air- 
plane and submarine power which 
Italy concentrates there makes is pos- 
sible that Italy might prevail over 
Britain. 


But Britain controls both entrances 


to the Mediterranean, Gibraltar at one 
end and Suez at 
the 
other. These 


would cerainly be closed by the Brit- 
ish fleet in event of any Mediterran- 
ean war.
